Pres. Himebaugh Told Graphic Story of 


Coshocton Before The Board of Trade 


Existed, And After. 


. 'The mass meeting held at the Sixth 
Street theatre Monday night 
under 


the auspices of the board of trade for 
the purpose of booming the sale of 
lots in tne Fifth board of trade addi 
tion .although not attended 
by as 


large a crowd as should have turned 
out, was a highly entnusiastic one. 


Quite a number of lots were 
dis- 


posed of in addition to the project 
being discussed at length and^the 
purpose ot the same explained to the 
citizens present. 


The meeting was presided over by 


President Himeoaugh of the board of 
trade who opened with a aeat speech 
on the object of the new lot sale by 
the board. ' 


In part he said: "Before the board 


of trad* began to operate, Coshocton 
•was a country village of. perhaps two 
or three thousand people. 
Laboring 


men could be found sitting along the 
curb stones with nothing to do. Dogs 
ran out and barl-ed at the farmers 
driving along tho streets. 
Look at 


ange. The board of trade was 


and has fo-med 
and dis- 


of four additions to the city in 


about 
700 lots. 
Manufacturing 


plants have been brought in with the 
bonuses realized from the sale of the 
lots and now vre have a city here 
which is known far and wide as the 
most enterprising for its size in the 
state. When the first addition was 
placed upon the market people of 
course were a little skeptical but the 
sale was a success and of the 700 
lots disposed of in the four additions 
all of which sold at $200 each we 
know of but about a dozen sales in 
which the purchasers 
lost a little 


money. The rest all made money as 
the- lots soon increased in value and 
many doubled their money in a short 
time. 


"The surrounding country has done 


all it can for our city. 
If we wisa 


to grow larger now. there is only one 
thing to do and that is, bring in new 
manufactories. This is what this new 
addition has been put on the market 
for by the board of trade. We have 
several big industrial plants that are 
knocking at our doors and we can 
get them with the proceeds of this 
lot sale. 
In buying these lots you 


people have two features to look af- 
ter. First, they are a good investment 
for anyone and secondly, the further 
growth of our city which mearr- in- 
creased value to all real estate as 
well as more business and a more 
prosperous city." 


Mr. Himebaugh was followed by 


several other representative business 
and professional men who-also spoke 
in an optimistic strain on the new 
venture of the board of trade.

The people 
have awakened to the fact that in- 
vestment m the lots is a good thing 
and many sales are being made by 
parties that do not wait to be so- 
licited but drop into President Hime- 
baugh's and Secretary Caldwell's of- 
fices and ask for blank contracts.

tional policyholders' committee, or- 
ganized to ovei throw the present man- 
agement of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company and the Mutual 
Life 


Insurance company of New York, ef- 
fected a permanent organization at a 
meeting here. The general committee 
formally added to the list of its mem- 
bers the names of Lord St. Oswald 
and Harwood Bannard, M. P,, to rep- 
resent the English policyholders. After 
the meeting the committee issued an 
address to policyholders explaining 
the inception of the committee and 
outlining its plan of action. Reciting 
that the voting power has gradually 
been transferred from the policyholrt- 
ers to a few of the executive officers 
centered in New York, the address 
says that it is necessaiy for the 1,- 
200,000 
policyholders to organize 


without delay, as this year, under the 
law recently enacted, affords the pol- 
icyholders their only oppoitunity to 
obtain complete control in one elec- 
tion, while hereafter only half 
the 


directors can be chosen in any one 
election.

political questions. In opening Mr. 
Taft 
contended

southern people "had kept up with 
the times; had they at the ballot box 
expressed 
their sentiments on the 


living issues of the day instead,.©! al- 
lowing themselves to be frightened by 
a spectre and a shadow of the past, 
their political importance as commun- 
ities and the significance of their 
views upon measures and men would 
have been vast'v enhanced." He said 
that although much ot the wealth of 
„ 


the south is dependent upon a protec- 
tive tariff, its representatives in a na- 
tional convention vote unhesitatingly 
for the proposition that a protective 
tariff in a robbery of the many for the 
benefit of a few. 


The secretary continued: "Again, 
no part-of this country is so vitally 
interested in tlie construction of A 
great waterway to connect the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans across the 
isthmus of Panama than the south.

St. Petersburg, July 10.—ItUs the 


consensus of opinion here that the 
Constituti- nal Democrate will be in- 
vited to l(.i m a ministry. One of their 
leaders said there had been indirect 
overtures with that end in view and 
they were awaiting the next move 
from Peterhof. Another leader said 
the Goremykin cabinet was certain to 
go and that there 
will be a ilour- 


omtseff cabinet. 


Steps toward adoption of a direct 


address to the country to counteract 
the 
impression 
the 
government's 


communications, with regard to. the 
settlemeat of the agrarian question, 
are making among the peasantry, 
fvere taken in the lower house of par- 
liament 
when an interpellation was 


introduced asking for an explanation 
of the dissemination of- the govern- 
mental proclamation to the peasants 
July 3. This proclamation accom- 
panied the publication in the Official 
Messenger o! the government's agra- 
rian bill and set forth the emperor's 
constant 
solicitude for the peasants' 


welfare and denied that the govern- 
ment was opposing expropriation in 
the interest of the landlords, conclud- 
ing with an expression of the neces- 
sity of maintaining the rights of prop- 
erty as being the foundation of the 
state. The interpellation was referred 
to a committee which is expected to 
lecommend the issuance of a counter 
appeal, setting forth the views and 
intentions of parliament. 


Count Mukhanoff, president of the 


house agrarian commission, dilated on 
how the law which the commission 
was now elaborating was handicapped 
by the circulation of the emperor's 
proclamation. New tactics had been 
necessitated by alarming news 
from 


various sections as to the effects pro- 
duced by the proclamation. The slow 
progress of parliament was contrasted 
v.-ith the government's fair sounding 
promises of the distribution of all 
arable state hnds and other meas- 
ures to relieve the land hunger of the 
peasants. 
Count Mukhanoff 
added 


that the report was being spread in 
many parts of the country that the 
tmperor hrd ordered the distribution 
of lands to the peasants, but that par- 
liament was withhoding the "little 
Father's gift" from his'children. 


Mutiny Serious. 


St. Petersburg, July 10.—The news 


of the mutiny at Tambow, which ap- 
parently is the most serious of such 
affairs since the Sebastopol mutiny, is 
confined to the bare details of a cen- 
sored agency dispatch showing that 
the mutineers, when attacked by loyal 
troops, offered 
armed resistance be- 


fore retreating to their 
barracks, 


where they are now barricaded, 
"in 


previous mutinies this year disaffected 
troops have submitted when confront- 
ed by loyal detachments.
